The more intricate do we wisli to make our correspondence the 
more key cards do we add to our set, so that by referring our reader 
backwards and forwards from the one to the other, each sign be- 
comes so often re])resented by diiferent figures, that it is a matter 
of extreme dithculty for our missives to be unravelled by anyone 
except by those who are furnished with the necessary instructions ; 
occasionally we may introduce a key card as part of the set, which 
shall represent each sign by three figures, instead of by two, when 
this is done with caution^ its eft'ect is to further confuse any would- 
be inquisitive deciphei'er. 

Hitherto we have been working upon this one line system only, 
8o that our figures will follow each other in rotation, but, when it 
is desirable to add more and more to the secrecy whidi we want to 
secure, and when a little extra trouble is not considered an objec- 
tion, we have recourse to the three line plan ; for this purpose we, 
add to our set one or more key cards constructed as the following 
specimens. 

Oiir writers will thus see, that by exercising their ingenuity, thej 
nuiy fill up key cards in such sets and with such instructions to 
their readers, as will absolutely defy all attempts made by anyone, 
to tam])er with their productions ; so that they may use eveu 
post cards with confidence. 
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Some writers may venture .so far as to employ stenographic cha- 
racters instead of figures, but although thus adding to the tedious- 
ness of \vi iting, these need not (unless applied very carefully) add 
necessai'ily to the secrecy attainable, except when the signs used 
are interchangeable. 

AVhen corresponding in a secret cypher character it will not gen- 
erally be obligatory to be very particular as to the exact spelling or 
pnmunciation, but, should such be wished for, the writer will find 
that by previous arrangement with his reader, he will be able to 
convey to him the exact tlepth or height of the tones transmitted, 
as also their comparative length, he will besides that, be able to 
specify any particulnr peculiarity, whether as pervading through- 
out the whole of his communication, or cmlv some distinct part of 
it. 
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
